J acksosvilli:. A la., May 4.— 
Tiiere are many “old settlers” herf 
and hereabouts—those who cams 
from North Carolina and Georgis 
in the thirties. 
Those who cami 
since .are “ new comers.” 
H alfr 
century is a long time in the Hh 
of man; but there are manj'' here, 
living now in sight of the home.- 
into wlneli the.y entered fift.v'year.- 
ago. 
One of these said yesterday 
that beautiful as this counrry i: 
now it was far 
more beautiin 
when it was ceded to the white.- 
and vacated bj' the Indians. 
Th< 
regular burning of the woods b,\ 
the aborigines destroyed all tlu- 
undergrowth and weaker trees, 
and far and near there were lovely 
valleys and gentle elevations , and 
pretty knolls and knobs, swelling 
into mountaiins covei-ed with ma 
jestic forests and luxuriant grasse.- 
shoulder high tiirougli whieli slen­ 
der rivulets, babbling brooks, and 
rapid noisy creeks wound theii 
devious way. Civilization and the 
arts and methods an of agricultui-ai 
people have only marred what na 
ture made and the Indian preserv­ 
ed. 
The valleys and knolls and 
knobs and 
mountains are here 
yet, and ail the streams by wliicb 
they are drained, and the peerless 
climate that from the beginnitig 
has blessed this land and those who 
occupy it, and the soil generally is 
still fertile despite the ravages oi 
careless and improvident ciilliva- 
lion, but there are too many red 
barren hill.s gashed 
by gullies, 
adorned onh’ b\' persimmon busii- 
es, and bordered by brambles, and 
iieJds that once yielded a hundred 
fold are covered by young pine.s. 
and here and there the eye is niei 
b}' evidence of exhaustion and de­ 
vastation which reproach the in­ 
telligence or the methods of tho.«e 
who have thus laid waste so laii 
an inheritance. 
The exhausted 
and half abandoned places are ex­ 
ceptional. There are fewer of tliem 
in this county than in any one ol 
the counties in the “black belt.” 
There is perhaps less excuse for 
them here than there. The farm 
cr here is not so dependent on tin 
negro, the lands are more e.nil\ 
tilled, and the climate and condi 
tioiis are better suited to white la 
bor. 
Largely the occasional run­ 
ning down of farms in our midst i.- 
due to lack of means. Ilere,a; else 
where, farmerf were ccinpe'led af­ 
ter the close of the war to co to the 
merchant ior 
adv.mces and to 
submit to his terms, one of which 
was pretty genera'ly the delivery 
of a specified numher of bales oi 
cotton. The cultivation of cotton 
on lands beP'er adapted to cereals 
and grasses was thus encouraged 
and sometimes torced: and cotton 
cannot be profitably made with 
hired labor and borrowed inouey. 
Many of those driven to this course 
found themselve.s falling behind 
from year to year, and interest 
and growing inde.btdness at nr.ce 
continuously lessi^ned their abilit 
to im piove or maintain their laiid.s 
and discouraged and disheartened 
them in their efforts to do so. Scinie 
of these have been made homeless 
by the foreclosure of mortgages, 
others are to be sold out, and 
few have snccesslully struggled 
through ihe'r difficulties to^inde 
tiendence. 
The great body of our 
agnculiiirists, however, did not 
lose their grip on affairs with t he 
return of peace and the emancipa­ 
tion of their slaves, but kept stoui 
hearts and a tight hold on their 
business, supfilyiug by diligence 
and industry a lack of available 
•resource.^, and, 
though some of 
them have had a hard time of it. 
they have general.y fouglit the 
good tight and succeeded. 
The 
lands of these, it not improved as 
they ought to have been in these 
twenty years, have not deteriora­ 
ted greatly or at all; and they 
■ have attractive homes and abun­ 
dance of all things necessary to 
their comfort and hajiphie.-s. There 
are worn and wasted places enough 
and more than enough, abandoned 
fields, tumble-down fences, and 
houses falling to ruin, in this coun­ 
ty; but perhaps in no other county 
is there so vreat a proportion of 
prosperous farmers or so many ev­ 
idences of agricultural thrift and 
w ell doing, with signs of im prove­ 
m ent all along the line.

“Jack­ 
sonville is situated upon this for-

the Pots

be continue.^, and near Jackson­ 
ville the formation is rich in ore 
-leposits. 
This was written by the 
-State Geologist more 
than ten 
vears ago, when he had not him 
-elf made sufficient examination, 
iiid before there had been any 
considerable enquiry and search 
b.v others, and subsequent .devel­ 
opments show tliat his statements 
concerning the mineral resources 
of this immediate section might 
t¡ave been made even stronger. 
The geological

Calhoun is probably the richer.

The springs burst

1 heir way through it in their lowest 
auirses. 
It abounds in the little 
coves ani 'iig the foot-hills of the 
Isto’-e ridges. 
It crops out on 
ilie streets and in the high ways. It 
ijruises the woodmarfs axe in the 
ibrests. 
It dulls the plow in the 
field. 
And the deposits are really 
inexhaustible. The more any one 
ed is worked the greater the 
quantity that appears. 
W alker’s 
bank in the town limits of Jack- 
.'onviile, is an illustration. 
From 
this, tens of thousands of tons have 
been mined and shipped for m ix­ 
ing with inlerior Al-abama and 
Tennessee ores, and its develop­ 
ment has hardly begun. 
There is 
nardly a section ofland in this pan 
of the county that has not an equal 
deposit. 
Brown Heinattte is the 
most universally d;ffused of all the 
ores of iron and furiiislies a large 
propolion of the iron of the world. 
It is admirably adopted for foun­ 
dry i.-on andforcommercialbaran'l 
rails, but much of it contains loo 
much phosphorous for use in mak­ 
ing Bessemer steel. 
A nalyses in­ 
dicate a minimum of phosphorus 
in the Calhoun ores,thatirom W al­ 
ker's bank showing less than one 
half of one per cent. 
Of 2,186,000 
tons of iron ore mined in Pennsyl­ 
vania in 1886,1,131,000 tons were 
Bmwn 
Hematite, 
558,000 tons 
magnetite, and only 
300,000 tons 
of Red and Fossiiiiferoiis. 
The 
Callioun ores were used before and 
during the war at the old Oxford 
Furnace and at a 
furnace on 
Uane Greek, and liave been used 
since at Tecumseii and Anniston, 
and their .superiority has been tul- 
ly tested and demonstrated. 
Iron is the most valuable miner­ 
al in tlie county, but not tlie only 
one. 
Coal has been found, but 
the quantity appears inconsidera 
bio. Here are va.st beds of the fines:

“Seeing this wonderful work,” 
said Capt, Herbert, “Mr. Gerrard 
Cook, of H ayneville, 
requested 
the little girl to m.ake him a rep­ 
resentation of a negro chopping 
wood witli an axe, and this was 
executed in a wonderfully life­ 
like manner. 
Mr. Cook has the 
figure now, and he values it very 
tdgiily. 
•'The little girl,” continued Capt. 
Herbert, makes these images out 
of claj-, and with a little paddle 
she cut and made with her own 
hand.

away from home, hence she has

thing but negroes and cows and 
slieep and hogs.

Jacksonville is an old. old town. 
There is age in the solid building 
that serves her for a depot; in the 
now abandoned 
courthon.se that 
Sits in tlie center of her public 
square; in two-lhirds of the houses 
I hat dot the wide valley: in the 
very plan of the town, as if the 
pioneers of a new country had 
jcomean.l settled down lor roomy 
comfort without thought of town 
imilding with an olqeci; in the tra­ 
ditions of the ])laco and in the 
things wherein the people take a 
pride. 
The Arcadian simplicity 
of its life and careless beauty of 
its artificial surroundings, tell a 
story of things that liave been and 
in them are whispers from the 
past. 
Since IS()5 Col Eobert AIcKee 
had been in Iiarncs.s, a wheel horse 
at his labor. 
A s journalist and as 
public ollicial he had “ lived labor 
ions days and nights devoid of 
ease.” 
Even his iron constitution 
was vielding beneath the strain 
and Ills nervous system admonish 
ed him to rest. 
It was pleasant 
during the last years of his ser­ 
vice as private secretary to the 
Governor to hear him dilate on a 
little scheme he ha<l formed. 
He 
took a boyish pleasure in building 
what to me seemed aircastles. He 
would buy him a little place some­ 
where among the hills where his 
eyes might feast themselves on the 
verdne of the mountains and the 
rolling plains of the v.alleys, and 
there in the midst of a contented, 
honest and God femdng people, he 
would forget for awhile the jar and 
di.scord and selfishness of busier 
and more aspiring populations. 
I 
thought once that he had fixed on 
Coosa comity. 
Bu t one day he 
came back iron: a brief absence, 
smiling, and announced that he 
had fixed on the place ihat his 
lancy sought and had bought a 40 
acre farm in the corporate .limits 
of Jacksonville. 
H e is 
living 
there now, grown young again 
through the quiet of his life and 
the pure air of this mountain re­ 
gion. and at fitly is ready lor an- 
othor tug with work, as vigorous 
in mind and body as in the days 
when he gave up forlime in Louis­ 
ville to lollow the fortune of the 
Smitherii cross. 
In columns I could not give to 
the public a more truthful impres­ 
sion of Jack.sonviile than is de­ 
rived from this little incident iu 
the life of Alabama's 
foremost 
journalistic writer. That he should 
have chosen il for such a purpose 
gave me what idea I had ol the 
town, and now that I have seen it 
_

I 
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Jacksonville held its way stoutly 
and long. 
But the tide' was loo 
strong, and with many a backward 
glance, at first I fancy, the old 
lown cut loose its moorings, and 
is now out on the wide sea of 
modern development, as joyful, as 
hopeful and as 
young as any 
niiiong all the rest. 
Let us hope 
ttnit all along this new industrial 
childhood it will carry the good­ 
ness. the kindliness, and the hon­ 
esty with which it grew to the 
manliood of the old regime. 
In fill old town growing yonng 
a.gaiii; a wliole population laying 
aside the quiet aticl sweet content 
of years; aged habit shaking oil' 
its garment of inaction for the 
trim rigging of the prize ring; in 
such revolution there is a charm 
over whicii the pen would linger 
lovingly. 
Such a revolution has 
come to .Jacksonville. 
To tres- 
pas.s yet once again' on the fpiiel 
retreat ol'm y friend, tlio resting 
journalist and ex-oliidal, lie is as 
full ofcornerlols and iron ores and 
railroads as the politician with tlie 
thir.st for office, and can discour.=e 
to yon as glibly as the next man 
on the beauties and advantages 
and undeveloped wealth of this 
favored town among the moun­ 
tains. 
All of which means that Ja c k ­ 
sonville has a land company. 
The oharge of extmvagance is 
frequently brought again.st let tens 
descriptive of these aspiring towns 
of Eo rlli Alabama. 
Yet I doubt 
if one single pen that has ever 
scratched on the subject has anj'- 
lliiiig more 
than scratclied the 
surface of the truth. 
There is a 
wealili of re.source, a lioard ol un­ 
developed riches, a future of in­ 
dustry and population which nei­ 
ther you nor I nor any of us has 
over fully taken in or allowed our­ 
selves to believe. When W i think 
of what has been done in a few 
short years by a people broken by 
war .and wedded through genera­ 
tions to the sole pursuits of fiirm- 
ing and merchandise; when we 
count what the industrial spirit has 
already done ere yet it has left its 
cradle, no prophe.=y is wild and no 
dream is idle. 


I do n e t wonder at his choice. The 
old South has held its own in 
Jacksonville and the best of coun­ 
try and ot village life unite here 
to make a town, the like of which 


I have never seen. 
But my friend M cKee’s Arca­ 
dian life, wa.s of short duration. 
In .ight of the mountr 
plants its feet on Anniston’s heart, 


with mountaius 
planting their feet in its own heart; 
amid all Lho noise ol many and 
far ic.sounding booms, the old 
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.Jacksonville is tlic county town 
of Calhoun counly. 
It is twelve 
miles above Anniston and the East 
Tennessee, 
Virginia A Georgia 
railroad passes ihroiigh the limits. 
Its corporate lines run for two 
miles and a half up and down this 
valley and stretch from nioiintain 
to mountain on either side. There 
is beauty from every pointofview, 
the beauty of forest clothed moun­ 
tains near and far. of broken fool 
lilis and rolling meadow lands. 
Of all the town sites in this region 
of town ,-itc-s none is niore attrac­ 
tive to tlie eye, more pleasing to 
the sense than Jacksonville. 
It is 
high above 
the 
sea, 
too, TOO 
feet and more, high enough to jn.s- 
ty its place among the .summer re­ 
sorts. 
In this valley are gathered 
some twelve 
Imndred 
people. 
YVkat first caused the pioneer to 
to stop here and build a town, the 
corner stone as it were, is a spring 
that bursts from a little hillside a 
block from the principal square. 
This great spring, for it is great 
with its two million gallons and 
more a day, is tlie pure.'^L I'ree stone 
water. 
It soon gathers itself into 
a stream that will turn a cotton 
mill and will 
drain the town 
through many a year of vigorous 
growth. 
The people do not use it 
though, having built lheinselve.s a 
waterworks in a mountain over 
younder where the reservoir is na­ 
ture's standpipe. 
These people live in comforta­ 
ble homes for the most part, and 
some ot them in mansions where 
every luxury that art can add to 
nature makes home a paradise. 
There are some fine old place.s and 
finer young places. 
They liave 
churches ot all denominations and 
ample school facilities. 
One of 
the State’s Eorm al colleges is lo­ 
cated here, in a fine old brick 
structure formerly used as a pri­ 
vate college. 
The court house is 
now and handsome in appearance, 
onnf niii flint! ijoing aft inirahlv arranged and well 
tilted np. 
The old one, which yet 
stands in the centre of the sqnam 
will be torn down and a foiintain 
willi flowers and shafle • ree.s made

MTiat manner of people the in­ 
vestor and prospector will find to 
meet him, can be best illustrated 
by some brief account of the cour­ 
tesies shown the e.xcursion party 
wliicli visited the town on the 13th 
inst.., with Maj.
